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Abstract 



PURPOSE:To provide a floor washing cleaner in which working width can be extended as occasion demands to 
improve working efficiency, and a smaller size can be attained without reducing performance. 
CONSTITUTIONS a floor washing machine, a detergent tank and a waste water tank are provided on a body 
traveling moving on a floor surface, the floor surface is washed while supplying the detergent in the detergent 
tank to a center rotary brush 7 provided on the body lower part in such a manner as to be rising and lowering, 
the waste water on the floor surface after washing is sucked by a main squeezer 1 5 arranged on the body rear 
part and recovered into the waste water tank. A side rotary brush 9 is arranged in such a manner as to be 
expansible to the outside of the body. A sub-squeezer 13 is arranged on the rear side of the side rotary brush 9 
so as to follow the expanding motion of the side rotary brush 9. The main squeezer 1 5 is laterally moved 
according to the change in advancing direction of the body.

CONSTITUTION: In a floor washing machine, a detergent tank and a waste

A sid e rotary brushe s arranged in such a manner 
as to be expansible to the outside ' {tie body. A sub-squeezer 13 is arranged 
on the rear side of the side rotary brush 9 so as to follow the expanding motion 
of the side rotary brush 9. The main squeezer 15 is laterally moved according 
to the change in advancing direction of the body. 
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
